Tobacco Company, authoriiad 
the statement that n(t more un- 
pooled tobacco would be received 
at the Green street factory. 

The exclusive news in S'm» 
day's Journal that all fire insur- 
ance in Henderson has been can- 
celled and insurance rewritten 
in New York without the riot 
clause, and that all arrange- 
ments had been made to throw 
open the doors of the lower 
Green street factory for tl>' to- 
bacco of independents, was a 
matter of general discussion all 
day Sunday. 

No one questiontd that the 
Hodi:es were actingclearly with- 
in their legal rights. But the 
(lucsticn ui'iK'!;; ost in every 
mind was v. l. ether the strained 
situation would stand this latest 
move on the part of tlio buyers 
without a volcanic explosion. 

Great was the relief, therefore 
when on Monday the Hodges 
wisely arn.nv^ed to close the 
Green street factory. 
It was said, among tther things 
that all local insurance carrie d by 
the Hodges has been concelled 
and that insurance to the ex- 
tent of nearly •,<»0.000 ha,l been 
taken out in New York, and 
that in this insurance there is no 
riot clause. In other words, the 
new insurance pro. ides a^T.inst; 
trouble which might a»-ise throu 
the rather feverish state of the

Nashville. Tenn., Feb. 4. -De- 
claring that the practice of rid 
ing astride by women is in direct 
contradiction of the principles of 
the United Confederate Veter- 
ans, which was organized to pre- 
serve the traditions and condi^ 
ions of the Old South. Gen. JMin 
P. Hickman, commandant Tenn- 
essee division of Confederate 
Veterans, and ex-officio chief 
manhal of the parade to be held 
at tfa« reunion in Chattanooga, 



Tenn., May 29 next had issued 
a sweeping order that any woman 
appearing mounted in other tbtm 
a riding halnt will be compelled 
to retire. The oider is as foU 
lows: 

"The Tennessee division. Unit- 
ed Confederate Veterans, at its 
convention held in Covington on 
October 9, 1907, unanimously 
passed the following resolution: | 

"'Resolved, That no woman' 
shall appear in the paradeiof the 
camps, the state divisions or the | 
general association astride, andj 
should any so appear, the officers < 
in charge of said* parade shall 
politely rrquept that they retire.' j 

"This resolution was prtsented . 
to the general convention, held ' 
in Birmingham, Ala., June 9, 
1908, and unanimously adopted; , 
was presented to the convention | 
held in Memphis on June S, 1909, i 
and also ad 'pt'vl. Tlio'"efori-, as ' 
an officer oi' iin' association, and 
T>y virtue of my position, having 
charge of the pirade in Chatta- 
nooga on Mhv 20 I e\f T cinnot 
permit any woman to appear in 
the parade astride. 

' 'I'lio Unil'Ml ronft>d;'r;.f(' \'. [o l 
ran'- was organized to perpetuate 
and keep alive th"^ conditions and 
tr.((Kii.ins that existed in the 
• s > rh prior to Appomn'to.x, and 
a southern weman i.ever saw a 
southern woman ridim? astride 
before the war. The women in 
our parades are to represent the 
nvrthers of thf. south, not them- 
selves nor present conditions. I 
sincerely hoi'e no woman will at- 
tempt to ride astride in the pa- 
rade to be held in Chattanooga 
on May 29 ne :t. 

"Jo>." P. Hickman. 
"Commandant Tenn. Division, 
United Confederate Veterans." 

I'he issuance of this ord< r has 
provoked a storm of disapproval 
f riim Nashville women prominent 
in Confedefate Veterans' circles, 
who vi^rorously contend that 
they lose none of the retinement 
pecdliar to the "Old South" 
through the donning of the divid- 
ed skirt. They claim that if the 
order is enforced they will not 
participate in the parade of the 
veterans at Chattanooga.

On motion at a special term of 
Fiscal court of Jan. 7. 1913, it 
was ordered that the roads of 

Crittenden county l>' worked by 
hands to be warned in by the 
Countv Road Engineer, or his 
assistants, and all able bodied 
male citiz-.-ns of the ounty over 
the age of 18 year3 and under 
the ase of 60 years, except li-

Value et Idueatten. 

By DR. BDWARO L. TKITDKATX. 

The first and greatest need In 
the prevention of tuberculosis la 
education— education of the peo- 
ple and through them education 
of the atateu It la evident that 
U every man and wonute In the 
I7nlted Statea were funlUar with 
the main facta retatinc to the 
manner in which tuberculosis ia 
commnnleated and the simple 
meaaurea necesHary for tbelr 
protection not only ml^bt we 
reasoDsbly expect as direct re- 
sult of this knowledge a great 
diminution in the death rate of 
the disease, but the people would 
soon demand and anally obtain 
effaetlve legMatlea for Ua pre- 
vention and control. When a 
state has once become well edu- 
cated and not before will the 
other rsqnlaltee necessary to the 
control of tha diaanae be forth- 
coming.
